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After the published account on 177 inter- 
tidal fish species of Lanyu in 1980, further 4 
collections in two trips to the island in August 
1979 and April 1980 respectively were made by 
the authors, As a result of collecting efforts, 
45 reef species in 15 familiey made with spears 
and rotenone anaethetic from the rocky subtidal 
zone outside the tide pools in 2-4 metres below 
the lowest tide level, were recognized. There 
is no particularly noticeable species except a 
serrand, Ypsigramma lineata Schultz which is 
the new record from the Taiwan area.

15; vertebrae including urostyle 10+ 15=25; 
Ll. 46. Head 2.58, body depth 3.34 in standard 
length. Snout 4.81, eye 4.31, interorbital 5.21, 
postorbital part of head 1.61 and pectoral length 
1.94 in head length. Lateral line arched over 
pectoral fin; caudal fin shallowly bilobed with 
rounded tips; mouth large, villiform teeth in 
jaws, palatines and vomer but toothless on 
tongue; opercle with 4 scale rows and 3 flap- 
like spines. Body color when alive red with 
well separated eight logitudinal dark brown 
stripes on trunk and 5 on side of caudal pedun- 
cle; fins uniformly cherry red. 

Remarks: The color patterns of the de- 
scribed specimen agree mostly with those of the 
sixth body stripe. The sixth body stripe of the 
described specimen extends continuously toward 
the eye while that of the holotype terminates 
at the pectoral base. Ypsigramma lineata is 
distinguished from the closely related Choristist- 
ium susumi® by having 5 dark stripes on the 
side of caudal peduncle instead of 4. In 
addition, the second and third dark stripes on 
the body side of Y. susumi join at the end of 
soft dorsal base while remain separate in Y. 
lineata.
